TO  THE  SUBSCRIBERS 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Hospital  has  received  wonderful  support  this  year, 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Mayor,  Alderman  A.  J. 
Reynolds,  and  the  Managers  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  help 
of  so  many  friends. 

The  debt  on  the  new  private  patients’  wing  has  been  re¬ 
duced  to  £2,200  ;  at  the  end  of  1935  it  stood  at  £5,500. 


The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  is  a  little 
lower  than  that  during  1935,  but  the  average  stay  of  each 
patient  was  at  a  slightly  higher  figure  so  that  the  average  daily 
occupation  of  beds  also  shows  a  small  increase.  The  numbers 
of  Casualties  and  X-ray  examinations  are  again  considerably 
higher.  In  two  years  the  figures  for  each  of  these  two  depart¬ 
ments  have  increased  by  more  than  20  per  cent.

Medical  and  Surgical  Staff 

Dr.  Walter,  of  Colindeep  Lane,  left  the  district  some 
months  ago.  Dr.  Marshall,  of  The  Burroughs,  Hendon,  and 
Dr.  Meek,  of  Mill  Hill,  joined  the  Staff  of  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  in  April. 

Board  and  Committee  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Visiting,  House  and 
Finance  (or  “House”)  Committee  have  met  each  month, 
except  in  August,  throughout  the  year,  and  the  average  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  1936  was  15.  Mrs. 
Maughan,  who  was  already  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers,  joined  the  House  Committee  in  April. 

Board  of  Managers 

Mr.  H.  Sparkes,  of  Sunny  Gardens  Road,  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  in  July  and  has  already  proved  very  helpful. 

Administrative  Staff 

At  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  the  Board  proposed 
a  change,  which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Pike  had  for  many  years 
been  the  Honorary  Secretary  and  Honorary  Treasurer,  with 
Miss  Morris  as  Assistant  Secretary.  He  felt  that  owing  to  the 
increasing  work  he  needed  more  help,  and  it  was  decided  that 
the  two  offices  should  be  separated,  Mr.  Pike  to  continue  as 
Honorary  Treasurer  and  Miss  Morris  to  be  the  Secretary,  with 
Miss  Barrett  to  assist  her. 

The  Board  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Pike  for  the  invalu¬ 
able  work  he  has  done  for  the  Hospital  in  the  two  positions 
he  held  for  so  long. 

Inspection 

The  Hospital  was  inspected  on  7th  July,  by  Mr.  William 
Gilliatt,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Sir  Herbert  B.  Cohen,  Bt.,  O.B.E.,  the 
visitors  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  King  Edward’s  Hospital 
Fund  for  London. 

Improvements 

Both  the  operating  theatre  and  the  sterilising  room  have 
been  transformed  and  are  now  thoroughly  adequate  to  the 
heavy  increase  in  surgical  work  which  has  naturally  followed 
the  enlargements  of  the  Hospital.  The  reconditioning  of  the 
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theatre  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  Miss  L.  L 
Hill,  who  gave  £300  for  its  improvement. 

Illustrations  of  the  theatre  and  sterilising  room  are  given 
at  the  end  of  this  Report.

Subscriptions 

Annual  Subscriptions  have  shown  a  small  but  steady 
increase  during  the  last  few  years  and  this  year  the  total  is, 
for  the  first  time,  over  £500.  There  is  an  increase  for  1936 
on  1935  of  some  £28.  Annual  Subscriptions  are  a  valuable 
form  of  help  as  they  provide  a  reliable  income  from  year  to 
year,  and  attention  is  drawn  to  the  leaflet  inserted  in  this 
Report,  showing  how  recovery  of  Income  Tax  may  be  obtained 
by  the  Hospital  in  respect  of  such  Subscriptions,  and  provid¬ 
ing  a  Form  of  Bank  Order  for  the  convenience  of  Subscribers. 
The  Board  of  Managers  much  appreciate  the  help  of  the  Lady 
Collectors  who,  year  by  year,  give  a  good  deal  of  time  to  the 
collecting  of  a  large  number  of  these  subscriptions. 

Donations 

The  Managers  gratefully  acknowledge  a  long  list  of  dona¬ 
tions  to  the  General  and  Building  Funds  respectively,  details 
of  which  will  be  found  towards  the  end  of  this  Report.  The 
Fete  Committee  were  able  to  give  £2,455  to  the  Building  Fund, 
£2,000  of  which  was  received  as  the  result  of  the  Mayor’s 
Appeal ;  the  collection  among  residents  at  Hendon  Hall  Hotel 
on  Christmas  Day,  1935,  amounted  to  £68  9s.  Od.  and  Miss 
E.  M.  Webb  renewed  her  donation  of  £100  (increased  to 
£131  2s.  lid.  by  recovery  of  tax  thereon). 

Donations  to  the  General  Fund  include  : — £300  from  Miss 
L.  I.  Hill  for  the  reconditioning  of  the  operating  theatre,  (to 
which  reference  is  made  above)  ;  £250  from  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  ;  £100  from  Smith’s  Kensington  Estate  Charity  ;  £70  from 
the  Hendon  Borough  Council,  being  part  proceeds  of  the  Royal 
Air  Force  Pageant. 

Alexandra  Hose  Day  Fund 

A  special  effort  was  made  this  year  by  all  concerned  in  the 
Alexandra  Day  Street  Collection,  in  honour  of  the  new  Presi- 
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dent,  H.R.II.  The  Duchess  of  Kent.  The  result  was  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  in  the  total  amount  collected  this  year  and 
this  Hospital  received  <£250  as  against  <£200  last  year. 


Box  Collections 

The  box  collections  show  a  decrease  this  year,  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  our  agent,  Mr.  A.  J.  Watson,  has  been  less 
active.  The  falling  off  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
in  the  previous  year  boxes  were  taken  by  many  groups  of 
workers  employed  on  local  building  estates,  and  the  work 
being  completed,  many  of  the  boxes  have  been  called  in. 

Fete  Committee 

As  soon  as  the  Committee  decided  to  hold  a  Fete, 
again  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Andrew,  approached  the  Mayor, 
Alderman  A.  J.  Reynolds,  with  the  request  that  he  should 
open  the  Fete  and  give  his  support  in  any  other  way 
that  he  felt  able.  He  promised  to  do  this  and  to  issue 
an  appeal,  as  he  did  some  years  ago  when  Chairman  of 
the  Council.  This  year  his  appeal  was  on  a  much  larger 
scale  and  produced  the  magnificent  sum  of  £2,040  7s.  7d. 
(£40  7s.  7d.  was  received  after  31st  December,  1936,  and  is  not 
therefore  included  in  the  Accounts  in  this  Report).  The  Board 
of  Managers  wish  to  place  on  record  their  very  deep  gratitude 
to  the  Mayor  for  the  enormous  amount  of  work  he  so 
generously  undertook  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  In  recogni¬ 
tion  of  this  they  have  named  the  men’s  four-bedded  ward  in 
the  private  wing,  and  a  bed  in  the  male  general  ward,  after 
Alderman  A.  J.  Reynolds.  They  also  congratulate  the  Fete 
Committee  on  the  excellent  organisation  of  the  Fete  and  assure 
them,  and  their  numerous  helpers,  that  their  efforts  year  after 
year  are  sincerely  appreciated.  The  Mayor  made  an  en¬ 
couraging  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  Fete  and  with  him  were 
the  Mayoress,  the  Deputy  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the  Hospital  Board. 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  Hendon  Borough  Council  the 
Fete  was  again  held  on  the  Burroughs  Sports  Ground,  a 
privilege  for  which  the  Hospital  Managers,  as  well  as  the  Fete 
Committee,  are  very  grateful. 

Pound  Week 

The  annual  collection  of  Pound  Week  goods  occupied 
about  a  fortnight  in  October.  The  total  weight  of  goods 
received  was  about  7,680  lbs.,  and  the  value  was  estimated  at 
£203  10s.  Od.  Donations  in  cash  amounted  to  £7  5s.  Ocl.  The 
usual  enthusiasm  was  shown  and  the  quality  of  the  goods  was 
even  higher  than  in  previous  years.  The  Board  of  Managers  are 
very  grateful  indeed  for  the  generous  response  with  which  this 
appeal  is  always  met,  and  this  year  they  have  passed  a  very 
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hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  members  of  the  Hendon  Rotary  Club 
who  helped  collect  the  goods. 

Stock  Exchange  Dramatic  and  Operatic  (“  Help  Yourself”) 

Society 

The  sale  of  the  Society’s  Annuals  by  and  on  behalf  of  this 
Hospital  resulted  in  a  cheque  for  £31  Os.  Od.  being  sent  from 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  to  the  funds  of  this  Hospital.  The 
amount  of  money  received  by  participating  charities  depends 
entirely  upon  the  number  of  books  they  are  themselves  able 
to  sell,  and  residents  in  the  Borough  of  Hendon  who  purchase 
copies  of  the  “  Help  Yourself  ”  Annual  are  asked  to  do  so  from 
someone  who  is  selling  on  behalf  of  this  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  ALMONER 


During  1936,  twenty  patients  were  sent,  at  the  request  of 
their  Doctors,  to  Convalescent  Homes.  Admission  was  ob¬ 
tained  by  appeals  for  Subscribers’  Letters,  and  the  payment 
of  such  fees  as  the  rules  of  the  Homes  required.  To  meet 
these  fees  grants  have  in  many  cases  been  obtained  from 
various  charities  and  insurance  schemes  and  advances  made 
where  necessary  from  the  Almoner’s  Fund. 

Special  grants  have  also  been  obtained  in  certain  cases 
towards  the  cost  of  patients’  treatment  and  maintenance  in 
the  Hospital  and  in  others  National  Health  Insurance  affairs 
have  been  put  in  order  so  that  sickness  benefit  could  be 
received. 

Road  accident  cases  have  again  claimed  a  good  deal  of 
attention.  A  considerable  amount  of  correspondence  has  been 
conducted  on  behalf  of  the  patients  and  in  several  cases  the 
whole  matter  has  been  dealt  with  by  the  Hospital’s  Honorary 
Solicitor,  to  whom  both  the  patients  and  the  Almoner  are 
greatly  indebted  for  his  ready  help. 

Several  patients  who  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  past 
years  have  been  kept  in  touch  with  and  helped  in  various 
ways.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  patients  who  have  been 
placed  into  employment  better  suited  to  their  health  than  the 
work  in  which  they  were  engaged  when  they  were  taken  ill 
are  doing  well.  This  after-care  work  is  important  as  it  some¬ 
times  prevents  the  good  work  of  doctors  and  nurses  being 
quickly  undone. 

The  Almoner  desires  to  express  her  gratitude  to  those  who 
have  sent  her  Subscribers’  Letters  for  Convalescent  Homes, 
to  members  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  other  residents  for  the  loan 
of  their  cars,  and  to  other  kind  friends  who  have  co-operated 
with  her  in  helping  patients  after  they  have  left  Hospital.

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REGULATIONS  AS  TO  PATIENTS 


General  Wards 


1.  The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  relief  of  those  suffering  from  sick¬ 
ness  or  accident  resident  in  the  Borough  of  Hendon,  and  for  accident  cases 
therein. 

2.  Except  in  cases  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency,  before  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  a  patient  to  the  Hospital,  a  letter  (a  form  of  which  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Matron)  should  be  sent  to  her  at  the  Hospital  (after  ascertaining 
from  her  that  a  bed  is  vacant)  containing  : 

(a)  A  statement,  signed  by  one  of  the  regular  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  that  from  his  personal  know¬ 
ledge  the  case  is  suitable  and  likely  to.  be  benefited  by  such 
admission. 

(b)  A  guarantee,  signed  by  some  responsible  person,  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sum  required  for  maintenance,  and  for  the  removal 
of  the  patient  if  requested  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  In  case  of  accident  or  other  sudden  emergency  the  Matron  may  ^ive 
provisional  admission,  sending  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Medical 
Officer  on  the  rota  for  duty,  who  will  give  his  directions  for  the  retention  or 
discharge  of  the  patient.  Persons  residing  outside  the  District  who  are 
admitted  in  emergency  to  the  General  Wards  may  be  regarded  as  private 
patients  and  be  liable  for  medical  fees. 

4.  Cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  mania,  epilepsy,  015- 
tuberculosis  of  the  air  passages,  are  not  admitted. 

5.  Patients  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  maintenance  according  to  their 
means  as  ascertained  from  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Almoner,  but  no  case 
is  refused  admission  to  the  Hospital  on  the  ground  of  inability  to  pay. 

'  6.  Patients  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  Hospital  grounds 
without  leave  from  their  Medical  Attendant. 

7.  Any  patient  guilty  of  profane,  abusive  or  unbecoming  language 
or  behavour  will  be  liable  to  dismissal  from  the  Hospital. 

8.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  the  right,  in  consultation  with 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  to  discharge  any  patient  from  the  Hospital  at 
such  times  as  they  think  fit. 

9.  Patients  will  be  required  to  make  arrangements  for  the  washing 
of  their  own  clothes. 

10.  The  friends  of  patients  will  be  allowed  to  visit  them  between  the 
hours  of  2.30  and  4.30  on  Sunday  and  Wednesday  afternoons.  All  other  visits 
(except  to  patients  on  the  “  danger  list,”  who  may  be  visited  at  any  time) 
will  be  subject  to  special  permission  being  given  by  the  Matron,  who  will  con¬ 
sider  the  convenience  of  the  Hospital.  Such  visitors  are  strictly  prohibited 
from  bringing  to  a  patient  any  articles  of  food  or  drink,  not  sanctioned  by 
the  Medical  Attendant.

Private  Wards 


APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION 

Application  to  be  made  to  the  Matron  at  the  Hospital  through,  and 
on  the  recommendation  of,  a  local  Medical  Practitioner.  The  signature 
of  some  responsible  person  to  a  form  of  Guarantee  (see  overleaf)  will 
be  required. 

N.B. — Cases  of  contagions  or  infectious  disease,  mania,  epilepsy ,  or  tuber  culosis  of  the  air 
passages,  are  not  admitted ,  and  chronic  cases  will  only  be  admitted  for  a  temporary 
period.  The  Board  of  Managers  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  refusing  to 
admit  or  retain  any  patient,  without  assigning  any  reason  there/or. 


TERMS 

Terms  of  Admission:  — 

To  1-Bed  Wards,  o-6  guineas  per  week; 

To  4-Bed  Wards,  guineas  per  week. 

Payments  to  the  Hospital  to  be  made  Weekly. 

These  terms  include  Maintenance  and  ordinary  Nursing. 

Extras  to  be  defrayed  by  the  patient  are: — Use  of  Operating 
Theatre,  X-Ray  and  Pathological  Examinations,  Special  Dressings  and 
Medicines,  Extra  Nursing,  Massage,  Personal  Laundry,  Mineral  Waters, 
Stimulants,  also  Medical,  Surgical  and  Anaesthetist’ s  Fees. 


MEDICAL  ATTENDANCE 

Any  qualified  practitioner  in  the  District  may  attend  Private 
Patients. 

All  arrangements  as  to  fees  for  medical  attendance  must  be  made 
privately  between  the  Doctor  and  the  patient.  With  such  arrangements, 
as  well  as  with  the  professional  treatment,  the  Hospital  is  not  concerned. 

The  Doctor  must  give  his  instructions  to  the  Matron,  who  will  be 
held  responsible  for  their  efficient  execution. 


NURSING 

Nursing  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Nurses  on  the  Staff  of  the 
Hospital,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Matron,  and  in  obedience  to  the 
directions  of  the  Doctor.  If  a  special  Nurse  be  required  by  the  patient, 
an  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  her  fees,  board  and  laundry. 

The  N  urses  are  not  allowed  to  give  more  time  to  the  patients  than 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  require,  and  patients  must  be  whiling  to 
abide  by  the  directions  of  the  Matron  on  matters  of  Hospital  discipline. 


VISITORS 

Friends  will  be  permitted  by  the  Matron  to  visit  patients  in  the 
Private  Wards  at  all  times,  subject  to  tbe  convenience  of  the  Hospital 
and  to  the  directions  of  the  Doctor  attending  the  patient.
